Statutory & Regular Meeting 

January 7, 2013 
 

The Statutory and Regular meetings of the Hayes County Board of Commissioners was held on Monday, 
January 7, 2013 at 8:30 A.M. in the Courthouse in Hayes Center, Nebraska.  Advanced notice of the meeting, 
time and place was given by publication and posting in accordance with law.  Those present were Leon J. 
Kolbet, Lloyd H. Lapp, Mark Clifford, Rita Erickson, Susan Messersmith, Charlie Andrew, Blake Gigax, Char 
Hamilton, Phil Dixon, Gary Dicenta, D. Eugene Garner, Joe Miller and Tom Dow.   
 
Chairman Kolbet opened the meeting at 8:47 A.M.  Roll call: Clifford, present; Lapp, present; Kolbet, present.   
 
In accordance with Section 84-1412 of the Nebraska Revised Statutes, Chairman Kolbet announced that a 
current copy of the Open Meetings Act is available for review and is posted on the wall of the Commissioner 
Room.  
 
Charlie Andrew spoke with the Board during public comment time. 
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Lapp to approve the agenda. Roll call vote:  Lapp, yes; Kolbet, yes; Clifford, 
yes.  Motion carried.   
 
Clerk Messersmith opened the statutory meeting and requested nominations for Chairman.  
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Lapp to nominate Kolbet for Chairman of the Board. 
 
Clifford moved, second by Lapp that nominations cease and cast a unanimous ballot for Kolbet as Board 
Chairman. Roll call vote: Kolbet, abstain; Clifford, yes; Lapp yes.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Kolbet to nominate Lapp for Vice-Chairman.   
 
Clifford moved, second by Kolbet that nominations cease and cast a unanimous ballot for Lapp as Vice 
Chairman.  Roll call vote: Clifford, yes; Lapp, abstain; Kolbet, yes.  Motion carried.  
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Lapp to adopt Resolution 2013-1, designation of AmFirst Bank N.A. as Official 
Hayes County Depository for 2013.  Roll call vote: Lapp, yes; Kolbet, yes; Clifford, yes.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Clifford to designate McCook Daily Gazette as newspaper of official publication for Hayes County.  
Motion died for lack of a second.   
 
Motion by Kolbet, second by Lapp to adopt Resolution 2013-2, designation of the Times Republican as official 
newspaper of publication for Hayes County and McCook Daily Gazette as secondary newspaper for 2013.  Roll 
call vote: Kolbet, yes; Clifford, no; Lapp, yes.  Motion carried.  
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Lapp to adopt Resolution 2013-3, authorization for Hayes County Treasurer to 
invest monies.  Roll call vote: Clifford, yes; Lapp, yes; Kolbet, yes.  Motion carried.  
 
Motion by Kolbet, second by Lapp to adopt Resolution 2013-4 authorization for Hayes County Treasurer to 
transfer monies.  Roll call vote:  Lapp, yes; Kolbet, yes; Clifford, yes.  Motion carried. 
 
Motion by Clifford, second by Lapp to adopt Resolution 2013-5 authorization for Hayes County Treasurer to 
have funds secured with a pledge receipt.  Roll call vote: Kolbet, yes; Clifford, yes; Lapp, yes.  Motion carried.
